While the fate of the Pakside housing project is uncer- 
tain, local observers figured yesterday occupants of the 200 
houses since 1945 have received $3,240,000 in wages. 


During most of the six 
heads of most of the families 
tries and their monthly income 
averaged at least $225, according 
to Otto S. Roen, executive direc- 
tor of the Upland Housing Au- 
thority.

Only 
persons whose presence ‘in this 
area is essential for vital indus- 
trial production may be accepted 
as tenants, it was pointed out. 
On the other hand, if this is not 
deemed an area of “critical short- 
age” for housing, life of the tem- 
porary housing project will be 
terminated, the official explained.
